Congressmen who have looked into the record of 
the RFC want to get rid of it because it has g o n e so u r — 
because it has become a boodle-chest of political favorit­ 
ism, in which the public's money has been passed out wit Ii 
little or no question of whether the loans did g o od. 
The Truman Democrats are very eager to k e e p the 
RFC going — perhaps for the very reasons which m a k e 
their opponents anxious to get rid of it. 
There is still another way of estimating the RIT’ and 
deciding whether to retain it or not. I hat is on th e basis 
of what it was created for, and whether th e need th a t led 
to its f o r m a t i o n still exists. 
The RFC — Reconstruction Finance Corporation — 
was set up in 1932 to rescue business firms which were 
being forced to the wall by the depression. Contrary to 
the idea in a good many people’s mind, it is not a New 
Deal “alphabetical” creation. It was founded under Presi­ 
dent Hoover. 
The reasons for its creation were thoroughly sound. 
All over the country plants and business houses of various 
types had <been caught in a squeeze between collapsing 
business and a bank crisis. 
These firms needed quick cash— they needed loans. 
They had the physical assets, the established trade and the 
“good will” to justify such loans. But the banks were iii 
such trouble of their own that they had no money to lend.
